have had no reaction from the 
people of Alabama, except that 
they are 100% for what he is 
doing’. 

‘With the free help from the 
state workers and from several 
state legislators who have been 
in and out of California lately, 
Mr. Wallace doesn’t seem to 
be having any financial troubles 
in his Presidential bid’. 

No one seems to know where 
all the money is coming from. 
It cost roughly $500,000 last 
year to get Mrs, Wallace elect- 
ed governor and it is estimated 
that it will cost another $500, 
000 to get Wallace on the ballot 
in California, It is estimated 
that it will cost the Wallace 
forces $15 million with the 
primaries and the presidential 
campaign itself, and no one in 
the Wallace camp blanches at 
that guess. 

But according to some 
reports it is really costing the

big part of the financing. 

I still say that if Alabama 
does not need these top state 
officials why don’t we get along 
without them after all this runn- 
ing for president is over, If 
things continue as it is now 
going to cost the State of Ala- 
bama a pretty penny between 
now and November 1968, 

I can’t see the California 
campaign getting by witha$500, 
000 cost. The advertising the 
Wallaces are doing in California 
would cost a big amount of that, 
Page advertisements in the Los 
Angles Times are being used 
and runs into the thousands of 
dollars, 

Can the state of Alabama af- 
ford to run George for 
president? Can the state of Ala- 
bama do without a governor and 
all the top state officials for 
still another year? 
INTERESTED in all 
unusual plants, animals and 
vegetables.

It could be 
that what comes up does not 
run true to form and we end 
up with something we don’t want 
but it might be worth a try.

“It is difficult to conceive 
that the course of government 
spending can be reversed. But 
it can be slowed and controlled 
We can demand that new pro- 
grams carry longer than one- 
year price tags in the budget, 
that the budget itself be more 
understandable, that programs 
be periodically reviewed, that 
cuts be made in the programs 
no longer urgent before new 
ones are added. 

“We can demand recogni- 
tion of the basic precept that 
the federal government can- 
not do all things at once, that 
priorities must be assigned, 
and that less urgent spending 
proposals and programs be put 
off. We can demand that spend- 
ing be stretched out so that we 
are not repeatedly confronted 
with fiscal crises such as the 
present.” 

“Cash expenditures by the 
federal government totaled 
$155.3 billion in the last fiscal 
year; they may reach $175 bil- 
lion in the current year.

COTTON 

A new finish for cotton 
fabrics that make them re- 
pel such substances as sal~ 
ad dressing, but not water, 
has been developed. Us- 
ually, when a fabric is 
treated to repel oily dirt, 
it also repels water and 
is impossible to wash prop- 
erly because it doesn’t 
get wet, 

Now cottons treated with 
the finish resist oily soil, 
such as that on men’s shirt 
collars, aswellas staining 
by meat fats and vegetable 
oils, But when washing time 
comes, the treated fabric 
allows penetration by water 
and detergent to remove 
soil and any stains that 
do get into the fabric. 

In their present state 
of development, the fin- 
ishes can be used only 
on colored fabrics, because 
they make white ones yel- 
low.

“Situation Ethics” 


W HAT is the moral authority 

in this world? Is it God? O1 
is it each person for himself? 
Who determines 
whatis right and 
what is wrong? 
If it is God, then 
there will be 
fixed standards 
that men can 
recognize and by 
which they can 
chart their 
course through 
life. On the other 
hand, if each 
man creates his 
own moral stan- 
dards, then there 
is utter chaos. The vilest crimi- 
nals cin rationalize their conduct 
und most of them are firmly of 
the opinion that they are far 
more sinned against than sin- 
ning. 

“Situation ethics’ makes each 
person the judge between right 
and wrong and the arbiter of his 
conduct. This makes him subject 
to the caprice of the moment, It 
also makes it impossible for his 
fellows to tell what he will do 
under any set of given cireum- 
stances and this makes it diffi- 
cult for them, likewise, to deter- 
mine @ proper course of action. 

Suppose every driver would de- 
termine for himself the rate of 
his speed, whether or not he 
would observe the STOP signs, 
whether he would drive to the 
right or the left, whether he 
would yield to the one on his 
right or the one on his left, and 
whether or not he would observe 
STOP and GO signals. This 
would be “situation ethies” in 
driving, and it would he wholly 
intolerable and would make driv- 
ing impossible, 

Most of the things we do are 
based on the assumption that 
certain standards of proper ys. 
improper conduct will be ob- 
served. lor instance, a mother 
allows her daughter to spend the 
night with a girl friend. She as- 
sumes that the friend’s older 
brothers or her father will not 
behave unseemly toward her 
daughter or attack her. This is 
not “situation ethics”; it is rec- 
ognition of absolute standards, 
If each person is to be his own 
moral authority, there is no way 
to accumulate a moral bank of 
acceptable principles, 

We may start with the moral 
law as it appears in the Scrip- 
tures, but if each person is to 
interpret that to suit his own 
convenience and his own ration- 
alizing, there is no consensus as 
to right and wrong, and no ac- 
cumulation of moral capital, Un- 
less we recognize similarities and 
dissimilarities from which con- 
tinuities are built up, we shall be 
utterly without guidelines and 
blazed trails for youth to follow. 

“Situation ethics” is the last 
stage on the road to no ethics. 
After that the dictator and his 
secret police will take over.

benefits to the worker and 
penalty and interest char~ 
ges to the housewife, 

Household employees 
include maids, cooks, 
baby - sitters, gardeners, 
chauffeurs, If such an em- 
ployee is paid $50 or more 
(including bus fare if paid 
in cash) in a calendar 
quarter, the housewife, 
must report these wages 
and pay the Social Security 
tax due. For example, if 
a maid is paid cash wages 
of $50 or more during Oc- 
tober, November and De- 
cember, a report must be 
made in January. The re- 
port is a simple form 
(Form 942) that may be ob- 
tained from any Internal 
Revenue Service Office, 
Mr. Scott emphasized that 
wages of only $4.00 per 
week for the 13 weeks ina 
calendar quarter would re- 
quire the filing of a report, 
Additional information may 
be obtained by writing or 
calling your social security 
office.
